Hundreds  of  cheering  sailors  on 
the  Hornet  deck  and  television 
viewers  around  the  world  had  a 
ringside  seat  as  the  spaceship 
dropped  through  the  clouds, 
dangling  from  beneath  three  huge 
orange  and  white  parachutes. 

The  splashdown  point  was 
about  400  miles  southest  of  Pago 


Pago  in  American  Samoa  and 
more  than  2,600  miles  southwest 
of  Hawaii.  

On  landing,  Apollo  12  turned 
upside-down  in  the  three-foot 
waves,  with  10-foot  swells,  and 
the  astronauts  inflated  flotation 
bags  to  right  it.  Th  same  thing 
happened  to  Apollo  7 last  year 
and  Apollo  1 1 last  July. 

Once  upright,  television  showed 
the  six-ton  ship  bobbing  in  the 
white-capped  waves. 

“We’re  all  okay,”  one  of  the 
astronauts  radioed  from  the 
capsule. 

Ten  minutes  after  landing,  two 
helicopters  were  overhead  to 
deploy  swimmers  to  secure  the 
spacecraft.

The  turmoil  of  almost  2,000 
years  was  examined  by  the  Middle 
East  Task  Force  yesterday  at 
noon  in  the  Varsity  Theater. 

Flicking  slides  across  a screen 
and  reading  from  a prepared 
script,  the  group  traced  the  long 
history  of  Arab-Israeli  conflict 
and  present-day  situation. 

From  their  research,  the  Task 
Force  has  concluded  that  the 
conflict  from  the  start  has  taken 
the  shape  of  a “holy  war.” 

Both  the  Arabs  and  the  Jews 
were  promised  by  their  separate 
beliefs  and  Gods-Allah  and 
Jehovah-that  Palestine  was  theirs. 
The  Jews  lived  in  Palestine  before 
being  chased  out  2,000  years  ago. 
Since  then,  their  efforts  have  been 
directed  towards  returning  to  the 
“promised  land.” 

Arab  Claim 


Zionism,  or  the  idea  of  a national 
Jewish  homeland. 

Under  pressure,  the  British 
government  supported  Zionism, 
and  in  1922  Palestine  came  under 
British  mandate  and  the  Arabs 
and  Jews  began  their  “tenuous 
co-existence.” 

This  existence  became  more 
strained,  pictorially  pointed  out 
through  the  slides,  as  the  two 
groups  developed.  The  Arabs  were 
disorganized  and  clinging  to  their 
traditional  way  of  life  while  the 
jews,  supported  by  the  world 
Jewish  community,  prospered. 

Continued  hostilities  had 
broken  out  over  the  years,  as 
depicted  by  the  Task  Force,  but 
culminated  in  1968’s  “6-day 
war.”  The  Arabs  suffered  an 
embarrassing  total  defeat  which 
prompted  them  to  refuse  direct 
negotiations  with  Israel  and 
demand  a return  of  their  former 
lands.

MOSCOW  (AP)  - The  Soviet  Union  pitched  into  earth  orbit  Monday 
the  31 1th  satellite  in  its  unmanned  Cosmos  series. 

The  official  announcement  as  usual  did  not  specify  the  purpose  of 
the  launching  beyond  the  standard  phrase  that  it  was  “UFOR  EX.” 


CAIRO  (AP)  - The  Egyptian  military  command  claimed  Egyptian 
planes  bombed  Hawk  missile  bases  and  fuel  depots  in  Israeli-held  Sinai 
positions  today. 

The  announcement,  carried  by  the  Middle  East  News  Agency,  said 
the  Egyptian  jets  raided  Israeli  positions  in  Balusa  and  El  Qantara. 


TEL  AVIV  (AP)  - Egyptian  planes  roared  across  the  Suez  Canal 
today  in  an  attack  on  Israeli  positions  dug  in  along  the  waterway,  the 
military  command  announced. 

The  Israelis  said  “a  number  of  Egyptian  planes”  attacked  between  El 
Qantara  and  Balusa  in  the  northern  canal  sector  and  wounded  one 
Israeli  civilian  in  a strafing  run  at  a quarry.  The  planes  also  hit  two 
civilian  trucks,  causing  minor  damage. 


NATIONAL 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - A Republican  leader  dismissed  today  as 
“political  shennanigans”  a move  supported  by  top  Senate  Democrats  to 
sharply  increase  personal  income  tax  exemptions. 

Sen.  Robert  P.  Griffin,  R-Mich.,  said  the  move  would  cost  $12  billion 
in  federal  revenue— and  that  would  scuttle  the  tax  reform  bill  now 
before  the  Senate. 

*** 

WASHINGTON  (AP)-The  Supreme  Court  dismissed  Monday  a 
challenge  to  state  residence  laws  that  prevent  millions  of  Americans 
from  voting  for  president.  But  it  did  so  on  technical  grounds  without 
ruling  directly  on  the  legality  of  such  statutes. 

The  6-2  decision  threw  out  a test  case  from  Colorado  largely  because 
the  Colorado  Springs  couple  that  brought  the  suit  would  have  qualified 
to  vote  under  the  since-relaxed  state  rules. 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  - A California  narcotics  official  said  Monday  that 
society  appears  to  have  lost  its  fight  against  the  spread  of  marijuana  use 
and  that  the  drug  should  now  be  placed  under  the  type  of  controls  that 
exist  for  alcohol. 

Weldon  H.  Smith,  coordinator  of  narcotics  programs  for  the 
California  Department  of  Correction,  said  there  is  growing  evidence 
that  for  persons  from  14  to  30,  marijuana  use  “pervades  almost  every 
sector  of  our  society.”

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My  dear  Son, 

I was  distressed  at  the 
comments  you  made  in  your  last 
letter  regarding  the  recent  stand 
taken  by  Stanford  University  in 
its  relations,  or  lack  of  them,  with 
BYU.  I really  don’t  think  you 
have  taken  time  to  think  this 
through,  so  I hope  you  will 
understand  my  motives  in  writing 
you  to  point  out  some  points  that 
you  have  obviously  overlooked. 

I say:  “Rejoice  and  shout,  all  ye 
peoples!”  We  have  right  here  in 
our  midst  a wondrous  and  great 
personage  who  can,  if  we  will  but 
follow  him,  lead  us  into  paths  of 
untold  reform.  He  has  stated,  for 
publication,  that  he  knows  more 
about  how  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  should  be  run  than  Jesus 
Christ  Himself!  No  one  has  ever 
made  that  claim  before-not 
Abraham,  not  Moses,  not  Joseph 
Smith,  not  Brigham  Young,  not 
even  Peter,  James,  or  John!

Frosh  Smash  Eleven 
Marks  In  Grid  Year 


The  1969  BYU  Kittens  broke 
eight  individual  records  and  three 
team  records  as  they  compiled  a 
2-2  season. 

Quarterback  David  Coon  broke 
five  of  the  individual  records. 
Golden  Richards  now  has  credit 
for  two  of  the  records  and  both 
Coon  and  Richards  combined  for 
the  last  record. 

Passing  yardage,  plays  (run-pass) 
and  rushing  plays  were  the  team 
records  now  on  the  books 
following  the  1969  season.  The 
six  frosh  quarterbacks  attempted 
108  passes  while  completing  51 
for  933  yards,  which  is  a new 
record.  They  executed  308  plays, 
both  passing  and  rushing  for  a 
new  record  with  the  200  rushing 
plays  also  becoming  a new  record. 

Individually  again,  Coon  broke 
the  total  offensive  record,  as  he 
rolled  up  892  yards,  226  rushing 
and  66  passing.  He  carried  the  ball 
66  times,  compiled  145  plays, 
both  passing  and  rushing;  was 
responsible  for  11  touchdowns 


and  scored  six  touchdowns 
rushing. 

Flanker-end  Richards,  now 
holds  the  records  for  touchdown 
passes  caught  with  four,  and  yards 
gained  receiving,  581.

Collision  Cushions  Perfected  To  Save  Lives  In  Car  Accidenf

Since  1967  BYU  has  been 
involved  in  a crash  program  to 
reduce  the  carnage  on  the  nation’s 
highways. 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Charles  Y.  Warner,  professor  of 
mechanical  engineering,  much  of 
the  development  on  water-filled 
bumpers  and  barrier  cushions  has 
taken  place. 

“I  must  be  in  paradise”  were 
the  words  of  a driver  who  had  just 
been  saved  by  the  barrier  cushion 
Dr.  Warner  is  now  perfecting  for 
the  manufacturer. 

The  driver  in  this  accident  had 
indeed  come  very  close  to  death. 
His  vehicle  was  trapped  astride  a 
concrete  island  and  its  driver  was 
heading  toward  an  unavoidable 
collision  with  a lightpole  at  55 
miles  per  hour.  An  instant  before 


impact  there  was  an  explosion  of 
water.  Everything  was  misty. 
Then  someone  opened  the  door  to 
see  if  he  was  all  right. 

The  water-filled  cushion  which 
saved  the  man’s  life  is  properly 
called  a collision  cushion. 
Composed  of  water-filled  plastic 
tubes,  it  operates  like  an 
accordion  in  absorbing  the 
momentum  of  a vehicle.  A great 
deal  of  energy  is  absorbed  in 
overcoming  the  inertia  of  the 
water  and  forcing  it  out  the 
constricted  opening  of  the  tube. 

Placed  in  front  of  fixed  objects, 
bridge  abutments,  tollbooths, 
pillars,  light  poles,  etc.,  the 
cushions  have  already  saved  a 
number  of  lives.  They  are  being 
tested  in  100  locations 
throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  19  68  BYU  has  had  a 
contract  with  the  Bureau  of 


Public  Roads  to  study  the  concept 
of  the  cushions.  Through  the  use 
of  computers,  the  design  of  the 
optimum  cushion  has  been 
formulated.  Early  in  October  of 
this  year  tests  were  made  on  the 
cushion  in  Texas. 

The  cushion  worked  properly  in 
both  direct  and  angular  hits.  Test 
cars  impacting  the  cushion  head 
on  at  60  m.p.h.  sustained 
comparatively  little  damage.  Over 
14,000  people  are  killed  yearly  in 
these  fixed  obstacle  crashes.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  cushion  can  go  a 
long  way  towards  reducing  this 
figure. 

Also  tested  at  BYU  has  been  the 
water-filled  bumper.  During  1968, 
seven  months  of  tests  showed  the 
bumper  to  be  of  significant  value 
in  preventing  accident  damage  at 
speeds  below  18  m.p.h.  At  greater 
speeds  the  damage  to  the  cars  was 


reduced  and  the  hazard  to  the 
passenger  cut  down  if  a seat  belt 
was  worn. 

These  bumpers  are  now  in  use 
on  many  of  the  car  fleets  of  cab 
companies  and  police  forces.  In  a 
study  involving  four  cab 
companies,  there  was  a savings  of 
$359  per  cab  in  reduced  operating 
costs  in  a six-month  period. 

The  basic  idea  for  these  safety 
devices  came  from  John  Rich  of 
Sacramento,  Calif.  In  1963  he 
became  concerned  about  a 
forecast  of  hundreds  of  weekend 
traffic  deaths.  T.his  brought  to 
mind  the  spectacular  crackup  of 
Craig  Breedlove  on  the  Bonneville 
Salt  Flats. 

Breedlove  plunged  his  vehicle 
over  an  embankment  into  an  18’ 
deep  section  of  the  Great  Salt 
Lake.  After  a 210  m.p.h.  crash, 
Breedlove  escaped  unhurt  and  the
